We are seeking people 18 years and older to assist in investigations of illegal housing

discrimination. Similar to "secret shoppers", Field Investigators mimic housing

transactions and report their experience.

Qualifications

● 18 years and older
● Proof to work in the United States
● Due to our primary funding source, no felony convictions
● Due to the nature of our work, no convictions of dishonesty (perjury, fraud,

contempt of court, etc.)
● Ability to be objective and fair
● Ability to follow detailed instructions
● Good communication skills
● Honest and Reliable
● Willing to travel

Work Schedule-- Assignments are received on an as-needed basis. The work of a

Field Investigator is spontaneous and often unpredictable, which is mostly due to the

unpredictable nature of housing discrimination complaints. Field Investigators can

expect to work 0-19 hours per week and should expect supplemental income only.
